His Honor the Lieutenant Governor re- 
plied : . 

Mr. Chairman and gentlemen—I thank you 
sincerely fot the compliment you have paid 
me. It is indeed a high, distinction forme to 
receive euch a compliment as the representa - 
tive Of Odr Most gracious and beloved Queen 
iu this far-off Province of Her Dominion of 
Canada, from the truly Joyal community as- 
sembled here to-night—a community whose 
loyalty has been maintained, and has ever 
gained fresh strength under many depressing 
circumstances—uuder a sense of non-appre- 
ciation—of seeming neglect in our isolation— 
and in spite of the insidious allurements of 
those who spught to win us from our fealty 
(hear, hear) ; and it is 4 great satisfaction to 
me that 1 have aided, to however slight an 
extent, in ‘consolidating and perpetuating 
those sentiments of attachment to the dear 
old flag and to British institutions, by the 
happy accomplishment of the compact with 
loyal Canada. And, sir, 1am most gratefully 
affected by the very kind expressions to my- 
self whieh jyou, sir, have uttered, and which 
have been go cordially responded to by those 
around -this table, many of whom have 
knowk me’ for the last twelve years that I 
have resided in this country, and some who 
knew me twenty years ago, when I first vis- 
ited the Patific const. It has never been my 
aim to court popularity in my official career 
hitherto, nor am I likely now to change my 
miod in this respect; but I do desire, and 
shall ever at.ive to deserve the good opinion 
of all good men of whatever walk of life, and 
the esteem and kindly regards of my personal 
friends are Specially deat to me. I congratu- 
late the people of Victoria and its neighbor- 
hood on the unanimity as evinced by the 
gathering round this table with which they 
have availed themselves of the occasion ot 
making the acquaintance and entertaining in 
so complimentary a manner the distinguished 
gentleman, and one of the most eminent of 
the statesmen of Canada, your guest of to- 
night; and I am under special obligations 
for the invitation which has afforded me the 
opportunity of paying a public tribute of re- 
spect to that geatleman-—the first representa- 
tuve of Canada who has come among us since 
our entry into the sisterhood of Provinces— 
representing the peaplt aa a member of the 
House of Commons, the Government as a 
member of Council, Quebec, to whois we 
owe so much, as her representative, und to 
whose votes you owe the positiou you now oc- 
copy ;, besides the position of ‘Minister and 
Head of Public Works, which entitles him 
to our respect, you are aware tbat the 
geatieman visits us for the purpose of io- 
specting and judging of the capabilities and 
features of the Province, so that he may be 
in a position to report npon the facilities for 
carrying 0a} tae public works in. contempla- 
tion. It is matter of relief so soon after | 
Union, he should visit this Province, because ; 
after his réetarn- hence, be will be in « posi- 
tion to say that the representations and re- 
ports made, were not overestimated (bear) ; 
and fac:her, be would be avle to inform his 
Government that our small nucleus of Anglo- 
Saxons is iaferior to'none in either the Col- 
ovial possessiuus of Great Britain, or Great 
Britain itself, in intelligeoe, in enterprise, or 
in loyal attachment to the Uld Country. He 
trasted the result of the bon. gentieman’s 
visit would be to tell “his friends, we were 
not uaworthy the responsibilities they have 
undertaken on our behalf. (Hear, hear, and 
loud cheers.) 

“Hos, H, L. Langevin, C. B.” was next 
given, The Chairman asked the company to 
fill high their glasses this time; British Col- 
umbia is a portion of Canada, no murmur is 
heard, there was no discontent nor a desire to 
break the bonds that bind us. To-day wit- 
nesses the assembling of all togdo bonorto our 
guest, the Minister of Public Works. [Hear, 
hear.] To him whom all here have come to 
meet, British Columbia owes a debt of grati- 
thde, he being one of the noble band who 
dared to risk power :rather than allow one 
term to be altered, rather than break his 
plighted troth. To such we trust the destisy 
of tois colony; such honorabie men deserve 
the support of our country. [Hear}—hear.] 
See yetoit, that itis done to such men all honor 
aud to-night we welcome him to our shores 
and thank bim in the pame of the people for 
bis efforts in behalfof this Province. [Hear 
hear.] Our esteemed guest came to leara and 
report, and action will follow thereafier—did 
I say follow ?—steamboats, the post office, 
low postage--action has already been taken. 
Hear. The fact of his:visit must show that 
the Ministry has one zealous of his office, in- 
defatigable ia exertiods, and willing to do as 
much as be can for our benefit. Such con- 
duct will bind the people stronger than avy 
geographical or like union, with Canada, it 
will create a sentimental union; sach conduct 
will. convince the most sceptical that the 
Ounadian goveroment will carry out its pro- 
mises; evea now the beart of British Colam- 
bia beats quicker, and everybody has bopes 
in the tuture of British Columbia. We may 
look to an increase of prosperity ; I am quite 
certain bis visit will be of great advantage. 
He nas seen the trans-coptineotal railway of 
the United States and the country which it 
traverses. He has seen the people, and the 
rapid growth of the Pacific, where twenty 
years ago scarcely a white man existed. He 
will know more of British Columbia than 
most of ‘us here present. [Laughter and 
hear.] He has seen monotains and plains 
and works of a handfal of men; be has seen 
what those plains are capable of producing and 
more important than all, a country destined 
to become one of the first of the provinces and 
the principal province ,of the -Dominion, 
[Laughter,] Gentlemen. may langh, said 
the speaker, but when we look to the Pacific 
aod see the world on its shores, etc., there 
should be ino reason for dieYelieving that this 
Province should become one of the most, if 
not the most important in Canada. [Hear.] 
He will have seen the country be fought so 
hard for, and worth all the trouble he bad 
taken ; he will be able to show not only to 
his own goverament, byt to the Opposition 
that British Columbia was well obtained, and 
that the terms are neither unnecessary, nor 
too much, I think a ¥ast amount of ignor- 
ance will be dispelled, and little room will be 
left to thé Opposition in future. To-day be 
sees. the country in its infancy but -it is the 
infancy of a giant, and grafted on the stem of 
Canada, we may. expect to see it grow rapidly 
and when he visits us. again he will-seé that 
under the Dominion government, the Province 
will have progressetl, and will be prosperous 
end contented, and the country with a much 
larger population.

Those 
Terms, said be, in our opinion, are only is 
consequence of what was done before, 
speaker here gave an account of the meeting 
of the Confederation Delegates at Charilotte- 
town, P. E. L., at Quebec and at London, 
where they had met their friends of Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick, & 
where he the honor: 
present. In 
forget they had compatriots and cosubjects 
who bad the same loyalty aad the same aspira. 
tions as themselves; we asked the British 
Government to leave the doors open until one 
day when the advantages ot Confederation 
would be seen, and when we should be re- 
ceived as members of the Confederation. 
That door was left open, and you seat us 
three Delegates whose names would be mea- 
tioned in history, to ascertain the terms of the 
admission of British Columbia. When they 
met us, we did not receive them as strangers, 
but as friends; [bear, hear.] we did not take 
advantage of your position; we did notsmind 
whether'you were very numerous; we did not 
consult to see what hard bargain we might 
dtive with you, but we said let us treat this 
Province as the other Provinces, iv the most 
liberal way possible. [Hear, hear, and 
cheers.] “We came to an understanding with 
the Delegates; Parliament met, and we stated 
we would stand or fall by the Terms; we 
found a large support, and I’m proud to say, 
the representatives of my Province, Quebec, 
followed their leader, Sir George Cartier, 
when be said, ‘‘ ali aboard for the West!” 
[Three cheers for Quebec.] As he stated, 
the camp was placed in order and the camp 
followed, and British Columbia became a por- 
tion of the Dominion. To-day the proud 
flag of the Dominion, protected by the old 
flag of England, can be seen from the Pacific 
to the Atlantic. [Hear, hear.] We had to 
see the new order of things put in motioa, 
and the first act of the Government was to 
look around for one in whom we and you had 
confidence, and we thought we could not do 
better than seiect a man so long at the head 
of affairs; we thought we would pay you the 
compliment, by selecting one of yourselves 
as the first Governor. [Loud cheers] Iam 
happy.to see this new manifestation at the 
mention of the name of the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, and I shall not fail to report how our 
choice is received. My colleagues as well as 
ourselves bad another duty to pertorm—not 
only to incorporate your Province—but that 
we should know the country personally; my 
colleagues thought a member of the Govern- 
meat should come and ascertain all about this 
portion of the Dominion, aad I shall always 
remember the day when my colleagues thonght 
{ should be the one to visit you. I came, and 
I have been received as if I had been a Brit- 
ish Columbian all ‘my life. I have come to 
know the people of British Columbia, their 
wants and wishes, their prejudices, in order 
that by discussion, I might dispel them. 
The country | bave seen, and I shalicontioue 
to see it until I leave. It has given me great 
pleasure for the most humble even, to call to 
see me, to tell me his wants, his aspirations, 
etc. [Hear, bear.] I had been told, we bad 
been tuld, that from the Rocky Mountains to 
the Pacific Ocean, there were hardly ten 
acres of arable land; _ [cries ——-of 
oh!]” another story was that this 
country was so mach affected with? mos- 
quitoes, especially for a Minister of 
the Crown to come to, was to run arisk. I 
went to Cariboo and met some of them, and 
they did not even respect the Minister of 
Works, and it reminded him that a pablic 
man mast always be ready to shed his blood. 
[Cheers and laughter.] Going up to Cariboo 
t bad to travel over the road, and I tound it a 
work, a credit to any nation in the world— 
worthy of those Romans whose work, 2000 
years of age, were the admiration of the world. 
There is trightfully grand and beautiful 
scenery, but I found & little more than the 
ten acres of arable land. I found many thou- 
sands of acres, large tracts cultivated, and a 
contented people, etc, Hon. Mr. Langevin 
referred to the varied resources of the upper 
country, in cattle, in grain,in mineral wealth, 
such as our cousins, he seid, would be so 
proud to have in their country, wealth with 
which our cunning cousins on the other side, 
are making fortunes. When capital and popu- 
lation shall have increased, he had no doubt 
the expectations of the worthy Chairman would 
be realized. I have seen, still continued Mr. 
Langevin, also, a people, hardworking, hon- 
est and industrious, intelligent and ag loyal 
as any in kny portion of the empire. As I 
said before, f tried to meet all classes to bear 
what they had to say, and those I could not 
meet on the surface, at 150 feet underneath 
it, I met, and I advise you who have not done 
so, to go there and you will find as intelligent 
men, as any in this room; men of wealth and 
education, and who cou!d with credit sit atthe 
firat table in the Dominion. These people 
accept with pleasure the new institutions, 
aad look to the fature with confiderce, and 
and as your Chairman says,the improvements 
already made, are accepted with thanks. The 
new postal arrangements, which now enables 
a letter to be sent for 3 cents instead of 50, 
and as I told them, by purchasing a postal 
card for one cent, they could send it from 
Cariboo to Halifax. These institutions have 
put the future of this country in your own 
hands. It is by your choice at the clections 
to take place soon, you will settle the future 
of the country—if to select good men, men 
who have the interest of the country at heart, 
you will be prosperous; you will be badly 
receieved if you bave a bad government. Be- 
sides your local members for the House of 
Commons, and no donbt. you will 
take care. to select men who seleot-you 
I was asked to give my opinion about two of 
the candidates coming forward. I said when 
we had consumated the union, we united the 
whole of the people of British Columbia, aod 
it was not for us to enquire whetherthere are 
parties ‘in British Columbia; .we 
wished to unite ally to form one great 
people, one great nation. I added, my 
friend would find a solution as follows: Our 
friends were those who were in favor of a 
good Government, who were for a loyal exe- 
cution of the compact of the terms—our 
friends are those wko support us in the 
country—support us in our compact to build 
the Pacific Railway. The railway being 
mentioned, perhaps it would not be out of 
place to say a few words on it. As soon as 
Parliament was prorogued, we set to work to 
prepare for the survey. We had to-wait for 
the day when the Queen’s assent to the 
Union was had ; nevertheless we had survey- 
ors here, and to-day we have in the field 
or’ 24 large parties, sarveying, from Lake 
Nipissing to the Pacific Ocean. (Hear, hear, 
and cheers.) This.completed this winter, 
we shall bé able to lay before Parliament 
next session the line to be followed from the 
Lake to the Pacific Océan ; Rome was not 
built in a day, but we show our determina- 
tion to build the railway in the ten years as 
fixed upon. (Hear,) Perhaps you wish to 
know where the Jipe will be (laughter); m 
greatest desire is to take you into my confi- 
dence ; the line will pass, first, where mogt 
practicable; secondly, where the general in- 
terests cf the Domiaion requite it (hear, 
hear); thirdly, we would be most happy io 
favor the special interests of British Colam-

The next toast was, ‘the Province of Brit- 
ish Columbia, and success to her many and 
varied interests.” This was given by Gilbert 
Malcolm Sproat, Esq., lately returned to the 
Province, after an absence of several years. 
He, being unexpectedly called upon to make 
a speech, asked the indulgence of the audi- 
ence. {t was pretty well ascertained, in what 
the capabilities and resoprces of the Province 
consist, and all were agreed as to their extent 
and variety., They wére never more ably 
enumerated than in the speech of his Honor 
at Ottawa. I could not add to it; no doubt 
our guest satisfied himself; be had seen for 
himself, in comparing this with other lands. 
It resembles in many respects the Maritime 
Provinces, with the advantage of better 
climate, but with the disgaavantage of being 
removed from the centre of population. Mr. 
Sproat said, we caa’t expect» here such a 
future as is before such Provinces as Mani- 
tova. “At this moment all the railways of 
the East are working for the trade of this 
great grain growing country. Nor could we 
look for such cities as Montreal or Toronto, 
nor such a city as Chicago for instance, the 
rapid growth of which in ten years astonished 
him. Although this Province bad no specially 
dominant industry, we see a progress, he 
said, which might possibly ‘be accelerated. 
He alluded to the phrase of “ grow your own 
Governors,” used by Mr. DeCosmos, and 
which we have the satisfaction now to see 
[Cheers.] Mr. Sproat next spoke of the 
American Treaty, which had already led to a 
frank aod friendly discussion of reciprocal 
trade, and Reciprocity, he believed, was not 
a thing in the farfuture. He next referred to 
the railways which wonld abut on Puget 
Sound, and then there was the Canadian 
Railway—all which made ocr {future very 
hopeful. With regard to the general indus- 
tries—commercially we had advanced slight- 
ly ; in agriculture, largely; ourwood-cutting, 
fishing and mining were on a solid basis 
Mr. Sproat then alluded to legislation, but 
not being in easy range of hearing, we were 
unable to take down what he said.
